CANNONTURNS DOWNPLEA 


Action at Present Time Might 
Upset Financial Conditions 


Again, the Speaker 
Declares. 


Washington, D. d., Feb. 4-—[Special. The 
action today of the leaders of congress in 
declaring that there will be no tariff revision 
and no tariff commission at this session of 
congress has made the advocates of such a 


“commission more determined than ever to 


gain their point. 

The climax of the fight was brought about 
when, with the tacit consent of the speaker, 
Representative Payne, chairman of the house 
committee on ways and means, told a dele- 
gation of merchants and manufacturers that 


all action for revision must be put off until 
* 


next winter, 

. This committee, undismayed by ite defeat 
today, held a conference tonight and pledged 
its members to work for the passage of the 


The resolution proposes that the tariff 
commission consider the question of a maxti- 
mum and minimum tariff, 0 that we may 
be put on an equitable basis of trade rela- 
tions with foreign countries,” as one of the 
manufacturers put it. 

The members of the commission are pre- 


paring to rush their petition and will call 


upon President Roosevelt tomorrow and en- 
dea vor to persuade him to send a speciai 
message to congress on the subject. 

The manufacturers of this country,” said 
one member, are tremendously in earnest 
in their demand for the immediate appoint- 
ment of a nonpartisan commission. The 
present tariff is radically wrong and was 
when made. We regard the republican par- 
ty ae a party of honor, and we look to that 
party to give us ite aid.“ 


President of the National e- 
tion of Manufacturers, outiined the legtsla- 
tion they sought. 

Mr. van Cleave sald the delegation was 
unanimous in the belief that congress shou.d 
appoint a committee which would so revise 
the tariff schedules as to encourage the devel- 
opment of foreign commerce by the producers 
of the United States without at the same time 
exposing their goods to the readtionary et- 
fects of free trade. He wanted the com- 
mittee to ascertain the costs of domestic pro- 
duction, the relative profits derivable from 
home and foreign sales, and all the multitu- 
dinous facts appertaining to so complex and 
importart a subject. 

Speaker Cannon agreed with them that the 
revision they asked was a good thing, but de- 
clared the present time was a poor one to at- 
tempt to get any action. 

Let me suggest,“ he said, that, should 
the house pass such a tariff commission bil! 
as you ask for, there is no certainty of what 
the senate would do. In the senate there is

Says Debating Will Halt Work. 


We once, I remember, had a tariff com- 
mission. And I am told that its report was so 
voluminous that it was never even read. It 
is one thing to make suggestions; it is an- 
other thing to enact those suggestions into 
law and take the consequences if you makea 
mistake. I fear greatly that your tariff com- 
mission would turn itself into a debating 
school, just as we do with ourselves here in 
the house, and that there would likely be a 
majority and a minority report. I never yet 
ran against an economic question of any sort 
that could not have much said for it on either 
side.” 

The speaker here remarked that what trou- 
bled him far more than the problem of tariff 
revision was the presence of the period of 
liquidation,’’ following twelve years of such 
prosperity as the world had not seen in all its 
history,”’ and he ventured that if the coun- 
try could have the opportunity to return to 
its status of six months ago that chance 
would be halled and embraced by every man 
within his hearing as of inestimably more 
worth than any tariff revision that the skill 
of man could frame. 


National Conventions May Decide. 

“The national conventions,” continued 
Speaker Cannon, may determine that the 
next congress shall revise the tariff, for it 
goes without saying that the policies to be 
enunciated by those conventions will be 
the policies governing the two parties, and 
if to the democrats should be intrusted the 


tT power Wwe know the tariff will be revised, 


and if with the republicans remains the 
majority we know the power to revise will 
be in the next congress vested, 

“But let me ask you frankly: In this 
present time of financial depression and 
liquidation, how far, in the hands of a parti- 
san commission would a tariff investigation 
progress toward accomplishment?’

Miss Wegmann is 20 years old and pretty; 
Weinberg is 2 He has been living at 2 
Hastings street. His trouble arises from the 
fact that he had promised to marry another. 


Woman Says He Robbed Her. 

Miss Fannie Lewis, 8 Johnson street, is 
the other woman. She secured his arrest at 
6:80 o'clock, charging grand larceny. She 
told the police that he took her to New York 
several months ago. promising to marry her 
at the end of the journey, but ignored his 
promise and deserted her after robbing her 
of several articles of jewelry. 

Weinberg admits that he promised to mar- 
ry Miss Lewis, ag a “ business proposition,“ 
on her assurances that she was possessed 
of a fortune in her own name and would be- 
stow it upon him. She is said to be 10 years 
older than he. Weinberg says he refused 
to marry her when he learned she did not 
have money she said was hers. He denies 
that he robbed her.

Acquaintances of Weinberg and guests at 
the wedding-to-be appeared in relays at the 
police station trying to induce the police to 
release the prisoner, but Lieut. Darrow re- 
fused to do 80 unless real estate bonds to 
the amount of $1,000 were furnished. At 
midnight a bondsman had not been found, 
and the wedding was postponed until after 
Weinberg’s case is disposed of today in the 
Maxwell street Municipal court.

FIRE THRILIS BIG THRONG. 


Noonday Blaze in Wolff Build- 
ing, Dearborn Street, Exciting. 


SEE MANY NARROW ESCAPES 
, 


Flames Confined to Upper Stories, and 
No One Seriously Hurt. 


Thrille in abundance were provided for 
spectators and victims of a fire in the Wolff 
building, 91 Dearborn street, shortly after 
noon yesterday.

North Side Citizen Complains of 
Electric Railway Service.

WAGON DRIVER BADLY HURT 


Cars Speed Past Crossings Without 
Stopping for Passengers. 


Frequent complaints have been made of 
the conduct of conductors and motormen on 
the North Clark street and the. Evanston 
avenue cars. It is a daily occurrence for 
empty cars leaving the Devon avenue barns 
to pass without stopping at crossings where 
persons are wafting in the cold for transpor- 
tation. 

Indignation of the residents of Edgewater 
at the service provided and the carelessness 
of the motormen was voiced yesterday by 
A> T. H. Brower, who lives at 1380 Bryn 
Mawr avenue. He said: 

“I wae coming south yesterday morning 
in Evanson avenue car 4920, conductor 1970, 
and motorman 8479 when, as we neared 
Catalpa avenue. at 10:55 o'clock, I noticed a 
two horse market wagon heavily loaded turn 
to cross our track, apparently to go west in 
Catalpa avenue. I was sitting in the front 
seat facing the front and had an unobstruct- 
ed view. The car was going at full speed, 
the gong was not sounded, and the motor- 
man did nothing, so far as I could see, to 
stop it. We crashed into the wagon, the 
horses having got across and out of the way. 


Wagon Driver Seriously Hurt. 


*All the front vestibule glass seemed to be 
gmashed, and I think the corner of the car 
struck the driver, a young man who could 
speak English only imperfectly. His face 
was blackened, and I was told his leg was 
broken. I immediately went out upon the 
front platform and said to the motorman: 

„ That was outrageous. Why didn’t you 
put on your brake?’ 

He made no reply whatever. Cars soon 
collected behind us, and a conductor who 
had come forward told me motorman 3479 
had ‘ reversed,’ but if he had there was no 
slackening in the speed of the car or any 
other evidence of it. 

They put the driver on a horse blanket 
lald upon the snow in the roadway, and 
threw another horse blanket over him. He 
was moaning, and a bystander told me that 
he complained of being cold. a 

“After this accident I boarded the next 
car. for the first one was so damaged it had 
to be switched back to the barns. The delay 
had caused people to collect on most all the 
corners, and the cars were going at full 
speed. I had the same relative seat in this 
car, which was closely following car 4920. 


Another Man Is Knocked Down. 


“As the latter crossed Balmoral avenue 
a man tried to board it by way of the front 
platform. He was knocked down upon his 
back and spun around one complete revolu- 
tion. Fortunately as he held his légs straight 
up he missed having them cut off, as his body 
whirled around within a foot of the car. 

“Almost dally the cars run in ‘ blocks of 
five,’ and they make a practice of stopping 
just as they see fit. If they are delayed in this 
way so regularly why does the company not 
hold extra cars at the barns at Devon avenue 
and at Diversey boulevard, and start these 
out whenever the schedule is interfered with? 
When a car is disabled could they not put up 
a notice to that effect? And in this case, 
where the car had vestibule doors, why were 
not these doors closed when the car was 
put out of commission? Had that been done 
the man in question would not have tried 


to board it.”

Pavements More Important than 
Motor Cars, Aldermen Think. 


SEEK TO BANISH ‘CREEPERS’ 


May Compromise on Pnenmatic Postal 
Tube Ordinance. 


Sidney 8. Gorham, attorney for the Chicago 
Automobile club, appeared before the judi- 
clary committee of the city council yesterday 
and tried to make it believe that chains were 
needed on automobile wheels to prevent them 
from slipping on wet or icy pavements. He 
didn’t have much success. 

„Let them keep the automobiles indoors 
when it is wet or icy,””’ advised John Minwe- 
gen, chairman of the hoard of local improve- 
ments. Those chains are ruining the pave- 
ments in this city. The people who have to 
pay the taxes never use the streets. Some- 
times they Nave to pay for two or three pave- 
men The automobiles are the cause of it.“ 

All this talk came about in a discussion of 
the ordinance forbidding chains on motor 
car wheels. Ald. Race introduced the ordi- 
nance. 

In this day and age, said Mr. Gorham 
mildly, the people who own automobiles 
pay a good deal of thetaxes. Thirty per cent 
of the cars in Chicago have chains on the 
wheels during wet or icy days. Ninety per 
cent ought to have them. You can’t get trac- 
tion without them. The wheels spin around.“ 

“They do when the chauffeurs are speed- 
ing.“ retorted Min wegen. Let them run 
the machines slower. The people owning au- 
tomobiles live-on the outskirts. They don’t 
pay for the city streets they are ruining.”’ 

The ordinance was referred back to the 
corporation counsel for such amendments as 
might be suggested after Mr. Gorham had 
brought in the recent anti-chain laws adopted 
in New York and New Jersey. 


Pneumatic Tube Compromise. 


The ordinance of the Chicago Postal Pneu- 
matic Tube company was made a special) 
order for next Tuesday after a suggested 
compromise that may result in a settlement 
of the controversy between this corporation 

and the city. 

The suggestion was that the city’s com- 
pensation from the company be increased 
from 5 to 7 per cent on the gross recéipts. 
In exchange for this the judiciary committee 
is disposed to recommend taking out the 
section of the ordinance providing that at the 
end of the franchise—sixteen y ears—the tubes 
are to become the property of the city of Chi- 
cago. 

Scrutinizing Heavy Traffic Rule. 

Ald. Kohout, Uhlir, and Richert were ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to inquire more fully 
into the ordinance giving the commissioner 
of public works authority to designate cer- 
tain streets for heayy traffic and providing 
a penalty for heavy trucking in other streets.

BAILEY PANACEA INTRODUCED.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—Senator Bailey 
today introduced his bill providing for the 
deposits of public moneys as a means of re- 
lieving financial stringencies and the accept- 
ance of promiscuous bonds as security. The

Democratic Chairman Says 
Personality of Candidates 
Will Decide Contest. 


MEANS-BRYAN AND TAFT. 


Little Difference in Platforms of 
the Two Leading Parties 
Is Expected, 


Thomas Taggart, alan and Urey 
Woodson, secretary of the democratic na- 
tional committee, came to Chicago yester- 
day with a new political idea tn their heads. 
In brief it was this: 

The next presidential campaign will have 
to be fought out on the personality of the 
opposing candidates. Outside of perhaps 
some variance about the tariff, there willbe 
no real difference in the platforms of the 
two parties. 

In this they took it for granted that Will- 
fam J. Bryan would be nominated by the 
democrats and William H. Taft by the re- 
publicans. They felt sure about the Bryan 
part of it and were willing to bet as to the 
Taft end. The republican platform, they 
thought, would be practically drawn by 
President Roosevelt and represent his ideas. 
The democratic one would be inspired by 
Mr. Bryan and he already has indorsed the 
entire Roosevelt program. 

“I do not see where there is going to be 
any real difference except perhaps in the 
tariff plank,” said Chairman Taggart. “Ae 

to the questions whieh now are taking the 
attention of the country, there is none be- 
tween the two parties. As to the control of 
railroads, the regulation of trusts, the han- 


dung of large corporations, and kindred mat- 


eee which promise to and probably will 
make up the live topics for the next cam- 
paign, both parties will be virtually agreed. 
There will be a.difference in the words the 
two platforms will use, but they will both 
convey the same idea. 


Tariff Planks May Differ. 


In the tariff planks there may be a con- 
trast, but how much cannot be said now. 
The democratic party probably will ask for 
more changes in the present tariff than the 
republican, but how much of an lasue it will 
raise is yet to be determined. 

“Out of it all comes the pretty plain fact 
that the personality of the two candidates 
is to determine the election.. In this Mr. 
Bryan has an advantage in that he is better 
known to more people than is Mr. Taft.“ 

Many prominent democratic politicians 
were in Mr. Taggart's room during the after- 
noon and they all agreed with the general 
proposition, although differing as to detalls. 
All felt satisfied that Taft and Bryan would 
head the respective tickets and on, main 
points the platforms would be alike, but 
some claimed there would not be much dif- 
ference in the tariff planks and what there 
was would be largely eliminated by the per- 
sonal views of the candwates. 

Everybody knows,“ said one, that 
Bryan is not and never was really a low 
tariff man. He was in congress at the time 
the Wilson tariff bill was passed and re- 
fused to go into the.democratic caucus. As 
for Taft, he is generally. supposed to be mod- 
erate In his tariff views. He is not called a 
high protectionist, so when it comes to com- 
paring the two men on the tariff test I do not 
think you will find them wide apart. Be- 
sides the tariff is not going to be the para- 
mount issue this year. The people will be 
talking about other things.”

ACTION IN BOLDENWECK CASE. 


Bill Relating to Chicago Subtreasury 
Lose in Hands of Subcommittee 
in the Senate. 


Wasbington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator. Cullom's bill to relieye William Bolden- 
weck, assistant treasurer of the United 
States at Chicago, from responsibility for the 
loss of $173,000 from the subtreasury there, 
was taken up by the senate committee on 
finance today and referred to a subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Burrows and Bailey 
to investigate. The treasury department in 
a letter recommends favorable action. 

The money was in bills of large denomina- 
tion. Late in the afternoon of Feb. 20, 1907, 
it disappeared from the desk of George W. 
Fitzgerald, assorting teller. No trace of it 
has been found, although secret service men 
and detectives of the government have gone 
over a good part of the world in their search. 

The subcommittee has authority to bring 
Boldenweck and other witnesses to Washing- 
ton if it sees fit. It is not likely that such 
action will be taken.

Chicago’s forty-six theaters will have to 
pay the salaries of the city firemen de- 
tailed to them under an ordinance recom; 
mended by the fire committee of the council 
yesterday. 

The matter will not be brought up finally 
before the council until the committee learns 
the status of an injunction obtained by the 
Columbus theater restraining the collection 
of money for firemen’s salaries. The at- 
torney for the theater is one of the assistants 
to the corporation counsel. 

“T tried to get an appropriation for fifty 
firemen from the finance committee,“ said 
Fire Marshal Horan to the committee, just 
for theater duty, but the committee wouldn't 
think of it. The theaters should pay for 
these men. The fire department is crippled 
now with men off on sickness and furlough.”

Owihg to Inanition of 
the Lawmakers. 


WORK TAKEN UP MAY 5. 


Bill for Reorganization of Char- 
ities Management; Chica- 
go Measure Next.

Springfield, III., Feb. 4.—{Special.}—From 
sheer inanition the legislature simply faded 
away this afternoon. There will be noth- 
ing more doing on the part of the law- 
makers until May 3. The senate, which was 
supposed to come to the aid of its country 
again this morning, was unable to raise a 
quorum in two attempts and peacefully gave 
up the ghost. 

It was to have passed some appropriation 
bills and the aldermanic salary bill which 
is wanted in Chicago, but was unable to 
make good. Only twenty-three members 
were present in the morning and in the hope 
of recrults later the session was postponed 
until 2 o'clock, with no better result. The 
upper branch then gave up. 

When the legislators return to Springfield 
May 5 to consider the report of the asylum 
investigators they will find a bill awaiting 
them which has for its purpose the complete 
reorganization of the charitable institution 
management. 

Senator Pemberton introduced it before the 
senate gave up the ghost. It provides forthe 
abolition of all boards of trustees and of 
the state board of charities. In the place of 
these two separate and often aritagonistic 
supervising bodies it is proposed to have a 
board of control consisting of three com- 
missioners. 


Must Devote All Time to Duties. 


It is proposed to pay $5,000 a year to each 
commissioner and require that his entire time 


be given to the management of the inetitu- 


tions. The bill stipulates in detail what 
shall be the duty of this proposed commis- 
son, the effect being to combine both the 
executive powers now vested in the board of 
trustees of each asylum and the supervisory 
powers of the state board of charities. 

For years there has been more or less an- 
tagonism between the latter board, which is 
merely advisory, and varbus boards of trus- 
tees which are supposed to have actual 
authority in the management of the institu- 
tions. 

It has been recognized that such conflicts 
were not to the advantage of the asylums 
and there has been a growing demand for 
some system of management which wou! } 
centralized authority in one body and make it 
responsible for the management of the state 
charities.

THE GOVERNOR SHOULD TESTIFY. 

It is said that the legislative investiga- 
tion committee intends to give Gov. 
Deneen an opportunity to appear before 
it and testify. If asked to testify he 
should accept. If not asked he should 
demand an opportunity. 

Why? Because it is on him and bim 
alone that final responsibility rests for 
the management of the charitable: insti- 
tutions, The state board of charities can- 
not be the chief culprit, for the governor 
appoints its members. It is his duty to 
pick out good men. Responsibility cannot 
be shifted to local boards of trustees. 
They, too, are appointed by the governor 
to assist him in the work of administra- 
tion. If an institution is badly adminis- 
tered by its board of trustees the blame 
must rest ultimately on the man who ap- 
pointed it. 

There should be no prejudgment in this 
matter of alleged evil conditions at some 
of the institutions. No doubt there has 
been much exaggefation. There has been 
an inclination to overlook the fact that 
there has been a great and general im- 
provement in conditions since the begin- 
ning of 1905. The credit for all that be- 
longs to Gov. Deneen. But if less has 
been done in the way of improvement 
than could have been done the blame at- 
taches to him. So it is fmperative that he 
should go before the legislative commit- 
tee, tell it of the evil conditions he found 
when he assumed office, what he has done 
to correct them, and why, if etill re- 
main, they have not been eliminated. 

It was the legislature and not the con- 
stitution that gave the control of the 
charitable institutions to the governor, 
and he should always be ready to give an 
account of his stewardship to the legisla- 
ture or its appropriate committee, 


BOSTON I8. IN GLOOM. 

The. entire country sympathizes with 
Boston in this hour of the city’s bereave- 
ment. Gloom hangs heavily over the 
common. Pedestrians go about uncon- 
cealediy sad. Homes that a week ago 
held pleasure’s Nght appear dark ind 
desolate, and neither the radiance of Col. 
George Fred Williams nor the effulgent 
beams that come from Mr. Thomas W. 
Lawson’s red and rosy brow are pene- 
trating enough to dispel the chilling clouds 
that hover over the house tops in the 
mornings and descend with ghoulish in- 
famy to the streets and alleys after the 
hour of noon. 

The Supreme court of the indestructible 
commonwealth of Massachusetts has ren- 
dered a decision forbidding the usurpa- 
tion of Boston’s streets by lunch wagons. 
For a half century these have been the 
pride and the glory of that city. They 
have warmly held the brown bean and 
the loaves of brown bread for all possess- 
ing a dime and an appetite. The red and 
yellow wagons, backing out of their stalls 
soon after 11 a. m., ever have been 
sources of delight for all. 

Beans and bread are as essential to the 
well being of cultured Boston as roast 
beef and pumpkin pie are to Chicago. 
From the steaming pans our brethren of 
the Back Bay country have derived solid 
sustenance. They have clung to the diet 
with heroic consistency, refusing all ef- 
forts on the part of esthetie caterers to 
depart from a custom handed down to 
them by. their forefathers. That they 
might have their indispensable dish on a 
moment’s notice, lunch carts were invited 
‘to stand within easy reach. 

Now the Supreme court drives them 
away. Boston's streets, according to that 
judicial body, cannot be used to give bean 
wagons room. They must go. The law 
cruelly sounds the edict, and while its 
echoes resound in the halls of that dear 
city the grief of 682,704 persons is real 
and unrestrained. 

With such a calamity and the reported 
efforts of Former Judge Francis J. Wing 
jot Cleveland to organize a bean trust 
surely enough Boston has cause to despair 
‘and descant upon the trend of the times. 


THE STRAIT OF MAGELLAN. 

The passing of the United States fleet 
through the Strait of Magellan is likely to 
awaken interest in a part of the world 
which has not attracted much attention 
from Americans. Its historic importance 
has been its chief claim to notice. The 
part it once played in the long search for 
the passage to the “south sea or in the 
circumpavigation of the globe is recounted 
in the geographies and the schoo! histo- 
ries. The comparative safety it afforded 
to sailors who dreaded the trip “ around 
the Horn gave it a commercial interest. 

The desolation and uselessness of Pata- 
gonia have been so long accepted as 
facts that it is occasion for surprise when 
the fleet makes a stop at Punta Arenas 
to find it a thriving city of perhaps 10,000 
people, with electric lights and many 
other features of modern life. Within a 
decade the barren wastes about it have 
been converted into wealth producing re- 
gions. Sheep farming has gained a firm 
footholkd as a leading industry. Coal 
mines have been developed to some er- 
tent, with unmeasured stores as yet un- 
touched. The old time use of Patagonia 
and Tierra del Fuego as symbols of 
worthlessness and hcpelessness is no long- 
er possible, as even that remote part of 
the western hemisphere has felt the quick- 
ening touch of modern industry. 

The strait iteelf is well worth studying, 
Some one has likened it to a man’s elbow, 
the bend of it being far to the south of 
the Atlantic entrance or of the exit to 
the Pacific. In places it widens into a 
body of water of considerable extent, 
with good harbors and roadsteads. In 
other parts it is like a cafion through 
steep cliffs where hardly a mile of water

Pierre de Caraman Chimay has, Uke his 
bride, been married before, his former wife, 
Countess Marthe Werle, daughter of Count 


Werle, who is one of the principal. owners of 


the Veuve Clicquot brand of champagne, 
having died a couple of years ago, leaving 
him with a boy and two girls. 

The Caraman Chimays have foolishly 
sought to establigh an ancestral connection 
with the Arrighettis, one of the most ancient 
and illustrious houses of the Tuscan aristoc- 
racy. 

But there is no ral proof of this, and they 
would do far better to remain content with 
looking upon Peter Paul Riquet of Beziers, in 
the department of Herault, as the real 
founder of their family. He was a remarkable 
man and the pioneer of all that system of 
inland navigation which today constitutes 
one of the principal sources of the material 
prosperity and of the strategic power of 
France. Peter Paul Riquet devoted thirty 
years of his life to obtaining the consent of 
King Louls XIV. for the various expropria- 
tions necessary for the creation of the canal 
which connects the Mediterranean with the 
Atlantio and which is his handiwork. 

This waterway leaves the Mediterranean in 
the Gulf of Lyon, some ten miles to the east 
of Narbonne, and runs to Toulouse, where it 
joins the River Garonne, at the mouth of 
which are situated the city and Atlantic sea- 
port of Bordeaux. 

All sorts of obstacles were placed in the 
way of this project of Riquet, and his entire 
fortune was swallowed up in the enterprise, 
as well as several millions of dollars granted 
by the government. 

For both Louls MIV. and his able finance 
minister, Colbert, were greatly interested in 
the work, Louis, indeed, mantfesting his good 
will by raising Riquet to the nobility, with 
the title of baron de Bonrepos. 

Riquet died before the canal was complated, 
leaving his children with debts to the amount 
of $600,000. : 

It was only forty years afterwards that his 
descendants began to reap the fruit of his 
labors, the receiptg of the canal having until 
then been altogether monopolized by the ex- 
penditures requisite for its maintenance and 
amelioration. 

Riquet’s eldest grandson had been created 
count of Caraman, in the Haut Garonne, on 
the occasion of the opening of the canal in 
1681. ing Charles X. transformed the comte 
de Caraman of his day into the duke of Cara- 
man, while the latter's younger brother, 
Francis Joseph de Riquet-Caraman, was 
about the same time created prince de Chi- 
may by the king of the Netherlands as heir 
to his mother, who was the last surviving 
member of the former princely house of Chi- 
may, that became extinct towards the latter 
end of the last century. 

It was Prince Francis Joseph Chimay who 
married the notorious Mme. Tallien, so cele- 
brated alike for her marvelous beauty and 
for the not altogether savory part which she 
played in France during the time of the di- 
rectory as the Egeria of Barras and ag the 
patroness of the first Napoleon. 

She lies buried in the Church of St. Peter 
and St. Paul in the town of Chimay, and 
there is a beautiful monument erected to her 
memory above her tomb. Near by rests 
John Froissart, author of the celebrated 
„Chronicles, who was a canon of this 
church,

SOLDIER WHO RESCUED BOY 
HIDES HEROISM FOR MONTHS. 


Chance Remark Betrays Secret of Fort 
Sheridan Trooper, Who Soon May Get 
Government Recognition. 


For unhesitating bravery in diving into the 
lake to the rescue of Louis Hallett as he was 
drowning last August near the end of the pier 
at Fort Sheridan, William Nevin, a private 
in troop A of the Thirteenth regiment, United 
States cavalry, is being commended by his 
officers. 

Nevins’ feat in rescuing Hallett, who is 10 
years old, has been known generally for only 
a few days. Affidavits of eye witnesses now 
are being sought, so the war department may 
be induced to award the certificate of merit 
to the soldier as a result. Near Christmas 
time Lieut. Moffett of troop A heard of the 
affair through a chance remark and insti- 
tuted a quiet investigation. . 

On Aug. 12 Nevins was fishing, when Louis 
Hallett, a Jad staying during the summer 
with his mother at the Hotel Mdraine in 
Highland Park, slipped through two planks 
in the pier into water thirty-five feet in depth. 


‘Without hesitating to take off shoes or coat 


Nevin plunged in after the boy and dragged 
him upon the plier. Hallett was cared for by 
friends, while Nevin effaced himself at the 
barracks, 

Mrs. H. H. Hallett, the mother, appeared 
at the fort a few days later seeking the res- 
cuer of her boy and was told he had returned 
to Fort Riley, where he was posted at that 
time. The matter was dropped there untl 
Lieut. Moffett heard of Nevin's act. Before 
a recommendation to the war department 
can be forwarded, however, there must be 
documentary evidence furnished by eye wit- 
nesses. Mrs. Hallett has been located, living 
at her home in Elkhorn, Wis., and will shortly 
send a written account of the affair. 


Nevin, who is 6 feet tall, with athletic abjii- 


ity to match, is regarded as the best swimmer 
of his troop. He enlisted over two years ago 
when 21 years old and will be discharged next 
spring.

Oak Park, III., Feb 8-—[Editor of The 
Tribune.j—It is to be hoped that you wii) 
succeed in persuading the general assembiy 
of Illinois to adopt substantially the Wiscon- 
sin method of administration of state chari- 
tiles and penal institutions. 

It is true, as you state editorially in your 
edition of yesterday, that “ there have been 
no scandals in Wisconsin asylums or re- 
formatories during the dozen years the pres- 
ent system has been in force.” 

Even more is true. There have been no 
scandals during the twenty-seven years, 
lacking four months, that the system has 
been in force. The law establishing that 
system was passed in 1881, and the board 
which the law created was organized on the 
Sist of May ot᷑ that year. 

In 1805, twelve years ago, and some months 
more, the legislature changed the name from 
“State Board of Supervision” to State 
Board of Control.“ legislated the then exist- 
ing board out of office and provided for the 
appointment of a new one. But that was not 
because the system was unsatisfactory. The 
original act of 1881 was not changed in any

According to the circular, the Illinois Cen- 
tral spent $29,450,290 from the income for 
permanent improvements, while the Alton, 
under Harrinian, spent $518,350—the Illinois 
Central, about four and one-half times as 
long as the Alton, devoting fifty-six times as 
muca to permanent improvements. It further 
ig pomted out that expenses of operation, in- 
cluding taxes, increased 95 per cent for the 
Iilinvis Central and 111 per cent for the Alton. 
Net receipts from operation increased 75 per 
cent for the Illinois Central and 41 per cent 
for the Alton. Net income from the Illinols 
Central from all sources increased 69 per 
cent, while the increase from the Alton was 
38 per cent. Fixed charges, including inter- 


est, rents, and sinking fund, increased about 


17 per cent for the Illinois Central and 154 
per cent for the Alton. In the amount avail- 
able for dividends the Illinois Central in- 
creased 147 per cent, while the Alton de- 
creased & per cent. The capital stock of the 
Illinois Central increased 81 per cent, as 
against a 79 per cent increase of the Alton, 
For the Tilinols Central the amount of divi- 
dena paid on capital stock increased 153 per 
cent and decreased 47 per cent for the Alton. 
Net income from all sources, per mile per 
annum, increased 44 per cent for the Illinois 
Central.and 20 per cent for the Alton, while 
the fixed charges decreased 52-100 per cent 
for the LiMnois Central and increased 121 per 
ce. for the Alton. 

The fight promises to be strenuous during

Pullman Company to Retrench. 


Upon the heels of the announcement of 
the usual two per cent quarterly dividend 
which the Pullman company last month de- 
clared and the further gift of $175,000 in 
proportionate amounts to 1,153 conductors 
and 2,617 porters, which was anrounced dyr- 
ing the day, comes the announcement that 
the company will abolish apartment cars 
between Chicago and Cincinnati, The cause 
of this removal is said not so much to be 
upon the grounds of general retrenchment, 
as a desire to get this class of Pullman cars 
out of service. The cars have not been oper- 
ated west of Chicago for two years. because 
the service is unprofitable, passengers gene- 
rally objecting te occupying the upper berths.
